Samuel Weiser, Gettysburg R D , 
and 
MahJon 
P. 
Hartzell Sr., 
E 
Lincoln Ave., both retired employes 
of the G ettysburg and H arrisburg 
railroad, traced the history of th a t 
railroad from Its beginning. 
W eiser’s father was Sam uel H 
Weiser, an employe of the South 
M ountain railroad who helped build 
the line to Gettysburg as operator 
of an engine 75 years ago. 
Started At 16 Years 
Weiser him self made the second 
trip over the G ettysburg and H arris­ 
burg railroad on April 21, 
1884. 
W eiser's father was the engineer on 
the first locomotive to make the trip 
from G ettysburg to H arrisburg on 
the m orning of April 21, 1884. On 
his return trip that evening Sam uel 
H. W eiser’s family, including the 
speaker Monday night, traveled on 
the train to Gettysburg from Pine 
Grove 
Furnace, in moving 
from 
there to a home on Cham bersburg 
St. 
Weiser became a railroad employe 
at the age of 16, as fireman on the 
“G ertrude.” last of the woodburning 
engines. Hartzell held th a t Weiser. 
a Veteran of 47 years of railroad 
experience, is one of the few su r­ 
viving “who worked on the wood- 
buiners.” 
Shortly after Weiser begall his 
railroad career the •'G ertrude” was 
broken up and all coal locomotives 
came into use. 
How’ Line Was Laid Out 
W eiser recalled th at in addition 
to the tender on the locomotive, the

Police said the couple 
apparently had been drinking. 
Mrs. Flosdorf was shot as she 
stood in a hallw ay near the front 
door, preparing to leave the cen­ 
tury old farm house on Cream ery 
Road,

w e r e adopted and the number of 
cars that “made up a train” was 
increased to 14. Early cars carried 
16-ton loads, the latest box cars 
carry up to 50 tons, coal cars up to 
70 tons and .special cars up to “IOO 
tons or more “ 
W eiser recalled the "Cam elback” 
engines. "They b id a box up over 
the Moiler 
for the engineer. The 
firem an worked in back with no 
protection whatsoever.” 
“The I load Old Days’* 
Hartwell and Weiser recalled that 
“in the good old days” a railroad­ 
man was paid “by the trip, no m at­ 
ter how long it took. There was no 
40-hour week or overtime or any­ 
thing else.” Some early wages were 
SI.63 for the average trainm an In 
1893, while engineers received $2.20 
for the “day.” For a “trip," which 
might last two days or more the 
payment was $4 40. 
Engineers and crew took care of 
their own engines including clean­ 
ing out the boiler. The G and H j 
had i three-engine round house in 
the yards here where “three or four I 
men could man handle an engine I 
around. It 
was a lot of fun on 
cold days when ice got 
into the 
turntable ” Hartzell recalled. 
“We gave engines names in those 
days.” 
Weiser recalled. The

the G. and H was the “Jay Cooke.” 
named for the founder of the rail- 1 
read.

Secretary Goddard warned that 
from 
past experience, early May 
Is usually the peak time of fire 
danger. During this time, any period 
of two or more w’arm. windy days 
produces

condition 
in 
forested areas He urgently requests 
the cooperation of all citizens in two 
important respects. 
They are asked, during any period 
of dry 
w’eather, to refrain 
from 
smoking, 
building 
camp 
fires 
or 
burning debris in or near forested 
areas. Secondly the public is asked 
to report any forest fires they may 
observe to the local telephone opera­ 
tor. who will connect them with 
the nearest forest officer.
